Fitz- 
patrick, Minister of Justice, leaves 
for England shortly in connection 
with the case of Prince Edward Island 
against the Dominion regarding the 
reduction of the representation of 
that province in the House of Com- 
mons. The Redistribution Bill re- 
duced the representation trom five 
to four. The province holds that 
there should be no decrease. It con- 
tended it was entitled to six members 
the same as at Confederation. 

The case was supmitted to the Su- 
preme Court. This court held that 
the Redistribution Bill making the 
reduction was constitutional. 

The appeal is bemg taken to the 
judicial committee of the Privy Coun- 
eil and Fitzpatrick goes to appear on 
behali ot the Dommion Government.

employed to draw up a city charter 
for Edmonton, embodying these sug- 
gested arrangements. Under this 
charter provision wail be made for the 
appointment of commissioners to un- 
dertake the executive government of 
the town. The time is opportune 
for this arrangement. It starts 
with a clean slate and there ure no 
present burdens. The city council 
will say how the work is to be done 
and the commussioners will carry 
out the work according to their in- 
structions. The present mode of 
assessment ana taxation is antiquat- 
ed and inadequate. Taxes shouid be 
levied on a iand basis. For ex- 
ample, two adjoining iots on Jasper 
avenue, noth withour buildings, will 
be charged at the same rate. Pro- 
vided one of the property owners un- 
dertakes the erection of a handsome 
block on his lot, be will not be taxed 
for the improvements he is making 
as is now the case. This will tend 
to encourage the erection of hand- 
some business biocks and residences. 
Under the present system, when a 
man improves his lot by erecting a 
fine residence, he is immediately 
taxed for doing so by having his as- 
sessment, and consequentiy his taxes, 
raised. All land in a municipality 
will, of course, not be taxed at an 
even rate, but according to po:ition 
and value. When at Regina last 
week Mayor Short had asked Hon. F, 
W. G. Haultain his opinion of this 


method of taxation, and the premier ; t it ¢ 
ry its 


had said that it was undoubtedly the 
proper method. Mr. Haultain went 
further and said that it would be in- 
troduced in the forthcoming muni- 
cipal ordinances. The mayor re- 
ferred to the criticism leveled at the 
council for the increase ot the sal- 
aries paid to the town officials. Our 
salaried officials were experts and it 
paid the town to keep good men. He 
believed the secretary treasurer and 
the city engimeer had each saved 
much more than their salaries during 
the past year. Although the price 
of lumber had advanced, this year 
the sidewalas had been laid cheaper 
than last year. The charter to be 
submitted to the people of Edmonton 
in the near future should get their 
ungualilied approval. Th secretary 
treasurer was complimented on his 
excellent financial statement. Hon- 
esty is the great requisite in a town 
official. The commassioners§ should 
be honest men, of tried ability. He 
wished to propose the names of Sec- 
retary Treasurer D. J. Kinnaird and 
J. Armstrong, city engineer, for 
city commissioners. The electric 
trazaway was next dealt with. The 
recent public meeting had deelared 
emphaticaliy tor municipal ownership. 
The tramway scheme would pay as a 
radial system. The surrounding dis- 
tricts should be empowered to build 
and equip a tram line. Each dis- 
trict could appomt a commissioner, 
the town could appoint one or two, 
and the gevernment could appoint a 
manager. linder such a@ manage- 
ment, the radiai system would be an 
immense SUCCESS. The mayor quot- 
ed figures setting torth the approxi- 
mate cost of comstruction, including 
franchise and right of way cost of a 
tram line syscein. One mile could be 
built and equipped at a total cost of 
$11,590. fach car and equipment 
ment would >5,0W. This would 
moke a fair tor each district, 
and the advantages thus offered 
would much than compensate 
the property holders-for their out- 
lay. The system would soon be pay- 
ing interest on the money invested, 
as if owned by an outside company. 
The city now bas power to build a 
twenty mile belt line. The Winni- 
peg city engineer had advised the Ed- 
councit to owns, build, and 
operate its own street railway sys- 
tem by all’ means. When the scheme 
had been laid before Premier Haul- 
tain by Mayor Short he said it was 
a magnifice)t proposition and should 
be a splendia undertaking, which 
would resuit in puiding up the town. 
It will not inter fere with trunk raal- 
wey lines a0w heading this way. Dur- 
ing the past year the council had 
given their time ungrudgingly to the 
city’s work. ‘there had been no mis- 
conduct. A council must be possess- 
ed of a great deal of courage and a

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progressive council was needed in 
Edmonton at the present time. The 
mayor took his seat amid applause. 

The meeting was then declared open 
for discussion. J. K, Brenton thought 
that the mayor and council should be 
thanked ter their year’s efforts.

Mayor Short has omitted referring 
to the fire by-law, which had in- 
censed several prominent businessmen. 
Leoked at m the light of later 
events, there could be no doubt but 
that the measure was an excellent 
one, Siratheona town council had 
gone further then Edmonton and had 
extended the fire limits to imelude 
the whole of the block bordering on 
the main street. 

Jas. McDonald raised the question

discussion regarding the relative 
value of the lands in question. 

J. H. Picard asxed it the municipal 
work had been any better done under 
the guidance of a city engineer than 
it had formerly been done. He thought 
the sidewasks shoulda not tollow the 
lay of the lana. He wanted to

Mayor Short tollowed and answered 
Mr. Picaru’s questions.
